W. M. Connelly, East Fourth 
street, Ontario, one of the fore- 
men on the project, has had a 
hobby for years of studying In- 
dian lore. He analyzed the stone 
as that coming from the Laguna 
canyon near Laguna Beach. Prob- 
ably a chief in the Laguna tribe 
of Indians brought the utensils 
here and for some reason they were 
left, Mr. Connelly explained. 

“In that part of the San An- 
tonio canyon wash, much debris 
has been piled up through the years 
as the result of the storms and 
floods,” he said. “It is quite tikely 
the relics were covered up and 
only by accident were found.” 

When workmen struck the oddly 
shaped pestle and the stone bowl 
they realized something unusual 
had been found, Mr. Connelly said. 
No other evidence of Indian habi- 
tation was found, although the 
workers have been alert to note

John Scott, deputy county as- 
sessor, will begin appraising prop- 
erty on Tuesd@ay for the 1938-39 
assessment rolls. He will check 
every parcel of land in this district 
and also record the improvements 
as part of the work in fixing the 
valuation. 

Mr. Scott is one of the 15 dep- 
uties in the county who will be- 
gin the assessment task on Tues- 
day. The first Tuesday in each 
March is the day fixed by law for 
assessing and all assessments will 
be based as of that date. 

Throughout the~county an in- 
crease of approximately $1,000,000 
in assessed valuation is anticipat- 
ed. This is due to the construc- 
tion of new houses and other build- 
ings in the county. 

The assessed valuation for the 
1937-38 year, including utility 
properties and unsecured personal 
property, is $138,031,695. 

After the assessment rolls are 
prepared, they will be turned over 
to the bourd of supervisors which 
will act as.a board of equalization 
to review the valuations. After the 
public hearings, the amount of es- 
timated expenditures in the county 
will be prepared and the tax rate 
then will he determined,

$200 As Result of Case 
In Local Court 





A jury in police court Wednes- 
day found Melvin T. Waldron, San 
Fernando, guilty on a charge of 
driving his autamobile while in- 
toxicated. He was arrested at 
3:30, a.m. Feb. 11 by Police Of- 
ficer Evans. The police officer 
testified that he stopped the car 
because it was being driven with- 
out lights, and because it

Undoubtedly one of the reasons for the vast amount of un-; 


employment in the United States is that the tariff has been 


removed from a number of articles produced in other ecoun- 
tries and shipped here in competition with American products 
of the same kind. 

The following comment along that line is from the Los An- 


geles Times: 

“It is tradition that the horse trader who loses his tem- 
per is apt to lose his shirt, too. Secretary of State Hull 
has reversed the order. Having frequently been out- 
smarted in his reciprocal trade treaties, he now shows signs 
of losing his temper over them. 

*“Opponents of his internationa! bargainings, he charges 
hotly, are trying, for purely selfish reasons, to wreck ‘the 
most important.policy the nation can pursue at this time.’ 
His treaties, he declared, ‘promote trade, trade promotes 
prosperity and prosperity promotes peace.’ Which, in view 
of the present low state of our foreign commerce, the mis- 
erable status of our domestic economy and the warlike at- 
titudes of several of the trade treaty nations, lacks sup- 
porting evidence se far as the reciprocal pacts are concern- 
ed. 

*‘Making use of an emergency power given the Presi- 
dent and never withdrawn, Mr. Hull has so far made such 
treaties with sixteen nations, whereby each is allowed to 
ship specified products into the United States under great- 
ly reduced tariff rates. Because of the ‘most favored na- 
tion’ principle in the program, all the others get in on 
special concessions granted any of them. Now the United 

Kingdom, which although not signed up, has been taking 
full advantage of that arrangement, is to have a formal 
understanding with us. It will, naturally, add new tariff 
eoneessions of its own and there will be another new deal 
for everybody. 

‘The result of it all for the United States has been a 
continuous inerease of imports paralleled by an _ equally 
steady drop in exports—and the first ‘unfavorable’ trade 
balanee since 1893. But for the foreign demand for arms, 
ammunition and other war material. which is not reflec- 
tive of healthy business conditions, the situation would be 
still worse for us, and the inereasing competition of foreign 
products in our markets has made things bad enough as it 
is. The treaties, it is competently charged, have already 
contributed extensively to our industrial unemployment By 
permitting the products of cheap foreign labor to under- 
sell American goods in their own markets.”’ 

We believe the greatest prosperity in this country has been 
experienced under a protective tariff. President Roosevelt in- 
sists that prices of commodities should be higher. In the past

FARM PROBLEM I 
TERMED NATIONAL 


\Industry and Agriculture 
Should Be Tuned, Chaf- 
fey Audience Told 











The farm problem is one of long 
development which can be solved 
only by a national application of 
national measures, asserted S. G. 
Rubinow, publicity head for the 
| California Farm Bureau last night 
| before his audience at Chaffey 
junior college. His topic, “The 
Farm Problem: What Is It?” was 
the second event on the Chaffey 
Foundations of Culture series of 
| programs for the spring. 
| A. definition ef the farm prob- 
|} lem, so-called, is a difficult one, 
but the speaker indicated that it 
{was substantially the relation of 
the farm income of the nation to 
the national income; the ability or 
lack of ability of the farmer to 


‘' exchange goods and services for 


the good¢ and services of industry 
and labor on the basis of economic 
parity and equality. When the 
farmer cannot make this exchange 
depressed economic conditions re- 
sult, he said. 

Difficulties of the present are of 
long standing as they have devel- 
oped historically since the begin- 
ning of agriculture in this country, 
Mr. Rubinow said. The problems 
of the dust bow] and the panhandle 
can be traced directly to the farm- 
ing bonanza after the homestead 
act at the end of the last century, 
according to the speaker. The 
present period is one which the 
speaker called the period of pro- 
duction control, dating from 1929. 

Agricultural legislation, accord- 
ing to the speaker, is an effort to 
make application of national meas- 
ures to solve the problem. The 
present “Triple A” of 1938 is an 
attempt to control production of 
the basic crops of the United States 
so that purchasing power may be 
increased which will in turn in- 
crease wages and bring increasing 
purchasing demand. If this is suc- 
cessful, it will make a strong con- 
tribution to the breaking of the 
present “recession.” 

The speaker said that the Farm 
bureau holds for controlled pro- 
duction as it feels the country 
cannot be half regulated and half 
competitive.
